The es- 
tate which is liquidating its securities is generally con- 
ceded to be that of the late R. F. Newcomb, former presi- 
dent of the American Straw Board Company and later a 
director and vice president of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company. While in the directorate of the former 
company he is credited with the epigram which very sin- 
gularly applies to the Paper Products now as it did to the 
American then: “It is not big enough to fight and too 
big to run.” On Thursday and Friday alone about 3,000 
shares were sold on the local market. 

The most alarming prospect which confronts the box 
board men is the certainty that the wheat crop this year 
will be below the average.

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SUMMER BUSINESS HERE. 


As A Rule Demand Is Seasonable at All Paper Centres— 
Prices, Except in Box Boards, Are Being 
Very Well Maintained. 








With the exception of the general disturbance in the 
box board trade and some reports of lower prices on book 
and manila papers the New York market is featureless. 
Business as a rule is rather slow, as befits the season; still 
there is perhaps a little more than the average movement 
in paper for July. This is accounted for by the fact that 
consumers have no stocks on hand for their immediate 
they therefore go into the market and buy only 
as much as needed. The volume of such sales is what is 
sustaining the market at present. Large consumers of 
paper continue to hold back from making their contracts 
on the excuse that prices will be lower. From the num- 
ber of inquiries now being made it is evident that the 
larger purchasers are interested in the market. Publish- 
ers who use big quantities of book papers are said to be 
asking for quotations. From this it is inferred that these 
publishers think the prices have reached bottom. On 
this point there are a number of men in the trade who 
agree with them and who predict that from now on there 
will be a gradual improvement. They are influenced in 
this opinion by the number of inquiries for paper that 
have come to them. Then they realize that consumers 
and dealers throughout the country have very little stock 
on hand, and that to fill the orders for stock alone means 
considerable business for the mills. As it is today most 
of the paper mills of the country are running full most of 
the time. In order to do so it is claimed that some of 
them, particularly the smaller book mills, have taken 
orders recently at less than the market rates. The same 
is also charged against some of the wood manila mills. 
The great majority of the mills of the country, however, 
manage to have some unfilled orders on their books. 
At times it is said that the margin between them and 
idleness is a narrow one. The time out for the annual 
shutdown will improve the situation considerably. In 
regard to the various grades of paper there is little change 
in any of them from the usual midsummer conditions.

Miami Valley’s Midsummer Quiet. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 18, 1904.—Midsummer quiet prevails 
to an extent, but is not as marked in the Miami Valley 
paper trade as might ordinarily be expected, considering 
the general stagnation reported in many sections in this and 
other lines of the manufacturing business. Reports have 
been more encouraging during the past few days than for 
several weeks and a revival of trade seems fairly in sight. 
It cannot be said that it has as yet arrived, but there are 
indications of a decided rush in the early fall. All signs 
point in this direction and the very fact that some of the 
mill men are now making extensive repairs and enlarging 
their plants in anticipation of extended business transac- 
tions is encouraging to the less fortunate, who, not having 
an excess of orders at present, are living in hope of an 
active resumption of trade in the fall. The railroad com- 
panies report heavier business than for two months, the 
amount of paper carried equaling that of last July, and, in 
fact, all conditions are favorable, the political situation 
having quieted. Little disturbance of the manufacturing 
business is expected. 

The demand for nearly all regular grades has continued 
fairly strong, with news in the ascendency.

STRAW CROP A FAILURE 


It Is Said That in the Middle West Only About a Third of 
a Normal Supply Will Be Secured— 


Quality Low. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 18, 1904.—It is now possible to give 
a somewhat more accurate estimate of the straw crop in 
this vicinity and the Middle West, most of the harvesting 
having been completed after a series of varied disappoint- 
ments. During the past fortnight the hope was expressed 
by the growers in many localities that the wheat crop 
would prove to be not far short of that garnered in pre- 
vious years, but it develops that their hopes, which were 
builded on the too rapid development of the grain in the 
field, and which was thought to have been justified by 
favorable weather conditions during the latter part of 
June and the first of the current month, were destined to 
be dashed to pieces, and just before the grain was cut it 
was realized that the crop was a failure. If the straw 
paper and straw board men secure one-third as much straw 
in this vicinity and throughout Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Kentucky as they have been accustomed to buying, they 
will be fortunate, it is said. Examination of the wheat 
shows that in many localities the cells are empty, while the 
quality of the stock is necessarily impaired. By the sale 
of the straw many farmers will! realize as much as by the 
threshing of the grain. Too much rain at the time when 
wheat had almost fully matured and the continued cool 
weather are held responsible for the failure of the crop 
The copious downpour of rain seems to have ruined the 
grain known as the Heckman quality. 

Paper manufacturers of this section who long ago con 
tracted for all the straw they possibly could in advance 
are now skirmishing about in an effort to secure as much 
additional to their previous orders as possible, and agents 
are busily engaged in this and adjoining States in scouring 
rural localities, even points far distant from railroad cen- 
tres being visited. The shortage of the straw crop, it is 
firmly believed, will have the effect of advancing the price 
of the finished commodity, else the manufacturers will find 
their profits decreasing, or so entirely disproportionate that 
some may drop interest in that branch of the industry. 
The straw crop, however, has always been a bugbear in 
recent years when the yield has been small. To show how 
many farmers decided to dispense with wheat growing 
owing to the discouraging weather conditions at the out- 
set, it is but necessary to refer to the agricultural statistics 
of this (Montgomery) county, which were returned by the 
assessors the latter part of last week. It develops that 
there were but 32,877 acres sown for wheat this year, com 
pared with more than 40,000 acres last year, and that much 
of the 32,000 acres was plowed up when the failure of the 
crop was evident and the fields used for other grains. Last 
year there were more than 616,000 bushels of wheat har- 
vested in this county alone. In view of this it is interest- 
ing to note J. J. Hill’s estimate of the country’s wheat 
crop this year, which is 600,000,000 bushels. The railroad 
magnate, not being as deeply interested in the straw crop, 
cannot enlighten the unfortunate straw paper and board 
manufacturers. M. V. 


Who Owns the Paper ? 


Hartrorp, Conn., July 18, 19004.—The ownership of 
$600 worth of paper was a question before George A. 
Kellogg, United States referee in bankruptcy, last week. 
M. Kemler. who conducted the East Side Paper Store 
on Morgan street, filed a petition in bankruptcy on Feb- 
ruary 3. A few days before the petition was filed Deputy 
Sheriff George Senk attached the stock of paper in the 
store and the store was closed. 

Stone & Forsythe, of Boston had shipped a carload 
of paper to Mr. Kemler a few days before the attachment 
was levied, and this was replevined from Mr. Senk. 
Stone & Forsythe alleged that the paper was shipped to 
Mr. Kemler on consignment, and Mr. Kemler alleged 
that it was sold to him. The question as to whether 
Stone & Forsythe are entitled to retain possession of the 
paper or whether it should be returned to Mr. Senk, who 
is now trustee of Mr. Kemler’s estate under appointment 
by Referee Kellogg, is for Mr. Kellogg to decide, the 
parties in interest having agreed to submit the question 
to him. The matter was not decided at the hearing.

It Adopts Rules for the Government of Jobbing Trade—

PHILADELPHIA, July 18, 1904.—The Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia is now perfected, the last details of 
organization having been completed at a well attended 
meeting held on Friday afternoon last at The Bourse. 
Despite oppressive weather a representative gathering of 
the members tock place. The constitution and bylaws 
were finally revised, and the attitude of the association 
with regard to brokers and to customers defined, the orig- 
inal declaration of principles having been revised and am- 
plified until now it meets with the approval of every mem- 
ber. 

Secretary Huntzinger is now having this declaration of 
purposes printed, and it is the intention of every jobbing 
house in the organization—and these include all but one 
or two in the city—to this week mail copies of the agree- 
ment to all its customers. The enthusiasm for organiza- 
tion and the unanimity of action and of co-operation is 
so convincing that there no longer exists the slightest 
doubt of the permanency of the organization. Anticipating 
along life anda pleasant one, President Joseph B. Mitchell 
last week took up with counsel the question of applying for 
a charter, and -this will be done probably this week. 
Monthly meetings of the board of directors will be held 
on the last Thursday. 

The declaration in its final form follows:

In conducting our business from this date we agree to 
observe fully the following list established by “The Paper 
Trade Association, of Philadelphia,” to the faithful per- 
formance of which we pledge our integrity:

Broken reams and less than 100 sheets of cardboard in 
accordance with agreement of November 14, 1903, i. e.: 

Less than a ream of wrapping, news, manila, book 
paper or any kind of cover, enamel, coated and blotting 
paper, one-half cent per pound in addition to the price 
charged by the ream. Writings of every description, 
linens, bonds and ledger papers, 1 cent per pound addi- 
tional. First class ledgers, bonds and safety papers, 10 
per cent. less than the regular discount. Cardboard in 
less quantities than 100 sheets, and cut cards in less quan- 
tities than 1,000, no discount from the listed price. 

Minimum charge for cutting paper per ream or a less 
quantity, 10 cents, and for cardboard, 15 cents for each 
1,000 cards or fraction thereof hand cut, and 10 cents for 
each 1,000 cards or fraction machine. When 
boxed, 5 cents for each 1,000 cards additional. No claim 
to be considered after paper has been cut printed or ren- 
dered unmerchantable. 

Wrappers and twine to be included in the weight of all 
paper, and to be billed at nominal weight (manilas ex- 
cepted) when weighing within 2% per cent. of the weight 
ordered; being as likely to run over as short, it being 
impossible to make exact to weight. 

Goods to be delivered on pavement, first floor at the 
elevator, or inside the doorway, and when it is one pack- 
age not in excess of 100 pounds, that can be carried in 
the hand and delivered in one trip, it can be delivered on 
any floor to which the teamster has to take the delivery 
book to be signed. 

No commission men are to be recognized by members 
of the association—only regularly employed salesmen. 

The association will suggest to the mills that they only 
sell those who have a store and carry a stock, which prin- 
ciple has been adopted by the American Writing Paper 
Company.

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PAPER FREIGHT RATES. 


Meetings in New York and Chicago—Conferences on Both 
East and West Bound Rates—The Cause 
of Existing Differences. 


The rate on west bound shipments of paper, particularly 
from New England points, has been under discussion by 
the Eastern and Western traffic associations for the past 
few weeks. ‘The cause of the trouble in regard to the rate 
is the fact that the Eastern roads have been making a 
lower west bound commodity rate than the official classifi- 
cation allows, which is fifth class. The Central Traffic 
Association, made up of the traffic managers of the Céntral 
and Western roads, becoming dissatisfied with the results 
and conditions growing out of the practice of the Eastern 
roads, proposed to make the same rate on paper east bound 
unless the Eastern roads advanced the rate to sixth class. 
Conferences to adjust the matter were held both in New 
York and Chicago last week. The subject was discussed 
so thoroughly at both places that the sessions proved to be 
long ones. But notwithstanding the fact that both sides 
of the question were ably presented no action to force the 
Eastern roads to change their rate was taken. Other meet- 
ing will be held early in September for the final settlement 
of the question. The merchandise most affected by the 
proposed increase in the rate are ground wood, straw 
board, roofing and wrapping papers.

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NOTES OF THE TRADE. 


The Hopper-Morgan Company’s big tablet factory at 
Glen Park, N. Y., is at the present time crowded with or- 
ders and is giving employment to sixty-five hands, 

J. A. Connelly, Hamilton, Ohio, has installed Connelly 
packing boxes in the mills of the Geo, H. Friend Paper 
and Tablet Company, West Carrollton, and the Oglesby 
Paper Company, Middletown, Ohio. 

A meeting of Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers was ad- 
dressed Sunday by Vice President Lapointe, of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Paper Makers. The meeting was 
not largely attended and the union is considerably dis- 
couraged in its attempt to increase its membership imme- 
diately. In the meantime the mill men are noting the 
progress made. 

The July number of Arbiculture, the official organ of 
the International Society of Arbiculture, is printed on 
paper made from catalpa wood pulp similar to that ex- 
hibited at the St. Louis Fair. The wood was raised in 
Indiana, and the paper was made on a special order by a 
Maine mill. John P. Brown, who made the experiment, 
says that the cost of the paper was but little more than 
it would have been if poplar pulp had been used. 

At the last meeting of the stockholders of the Royal 
Trust Company, Chicago, J. W. Butler, of the J. W. 
Butler Paper Company, retired from the position which 
he has held on the board of directors for years. Mr. 
Butler gave as his reason for declining to longer direct 
the affairs of the bank that he was advancing in age and 
wished to lighten his cares. He has been in business in 
Chicago since 1844. He was succeeded by his son, Fred 
O. Butler, who will eventually be the successor to his in- 
terests in the immense paper company. Reports of the 
bank of which he was a director show that its profits this 


year will approximate 16 per cent. on $500,000 of capital 
stock. 

The working model concentrating plant, built by the 
Allis-Chalmers Company, which forms one of the most 
interesting features of the State of Utah exhibit in the 
Mines and Metallurgy Building at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, will be presented to the Utah School of Mines after 
the close of the Exposition. Every separate part of the 
plant has been lettered with descriptive legends, so that 
the onlooker as he watches the plant at work will be 
able not only to see what is being done but will also be 
able to learn the name of the part that does the work. 
This makes the plant much more interesting as an ex- 
hibit, and will add greatly to its value as an adjunct to 
the Utah School of Mines. 

The Casein Company of America and the Water Paint 
Company of America have issued notice that their case 
against the Alden Speare’s Sons Company, Cushing 
Adams, E. Ray Speare and A. D. Charles, which has been 
on trial in the Supreme Judicial Court in Boston since 
April 4, was ended June 21 by decree and judgment in 
their favor, the temporary injunction being made perma- 
nent, and the plaintiffs being awarded $10,000 damages. 
It will be remembered that this suit was a proceeding in 
equity in which the plaintiffs alleged that the defendants, 
Adams and Charles, had left their employ and entered the 
service of the Alden Speare’s Sons Company last January, 
and that the defendants together were planning to use the 
rules, recipes and formule of the plaintiffs in the manu- 
facture of casein and casein products, and were planning 
to get away from the plaintiffs the latter’s trade in those 
lines.

His Experiences as Machine Tender. 


G. A. Dubois, who is superintendent of the F. G. 
Weeks mill, Skaneateles, N. Y., is a native of Wisconsin, 
having been born in Menasha, Winnebago County, on 


June 2, 1868. He attended schools in Green Bay, Menasha 
and Stevens Point, Wis., and Fargo, N. Dak., going to 
Neenah, Wis., in 1882. 

In the spring of that year he entered the employ of the 
Winnebago Paper Company as cutter boy, he being then 
fourteen years of age.

- Peter G. Thomson Building a Mansion.

Dayton, Ohio, July 18, 1904.—Peter G. Thomson, the 
president of the Champion Coated Paper Company, of 
Hamilton, began today the construction of a $300,000 resi- 
dence on the apex of Cottage Hill, a beautiful suburban 
town in the extreme southern end of the Miami Valley, 
but sufficiently near the paper mill te make the daily trip 
no hardship either by automobile or traction line.

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OUR ARGENTINE TRADE. 


Consular Agent Warner Reports That the German News 
Paper Syndicate Has Been Taking It—What Our 
Exporters Say About the Matter. 





Southard Parker Warner, United States consular agent 
at Gera, Germany, under date of June 4, 1904, reports as 
follows : 

“According to the official statistics the Argentine Repub- 
lic imported $1,689,698.60 worth of paper during the year 
1903, which is $97,465 more than in 1902. Paper was im- 
ported for the most part from Germany, England, France 
and the United States. Printing paper comprised the most 
important part of the German trade. 

“Tt would seem as if the United States manufacturers of 
printing paper had, during the past year, ceased entirely to 
even attempt to compete with the German printing paper 
syndicate in the Argentine markets. Germany's exports of 
paper to the Argentine Republic during the first four 
months of 1904 were more than twice as large as they were 
in the first four months of 1903, or in any previous year. 
Argentina ranks now only after England, Holland and 
Belgium as a purchaser of German paper. 

“It is very astonishing that Germany should wrest a for- 
eign market for wood paper from the United States, where 
wood is so much cheaper and more pientiful. Perhaps it 
is owing to the fact that the transportation facilities are 
such as to give the German manufacturers a decided ad- 
vantage.” 





The decrease in our trade with the Argentine Republic, 
as reported by a United States consular agent, is not looked 
upon with regret in the New York market. This trade is 
now: said to be largely in the hands of the German paper 
manufacturers. Its loss, the American exporters say, is 
no gain to the Germans, as they have taken the business at 
figures which do not admit of profit. “Selling paper just 
for the pleasure of selling it has not been indulged in very 
much by us the past year,” said a prominent exporter of 
news paper in commenting on the consular report. Contin- 
uing, he said: “Business has been so good at home that 
there was no surplus to get rid of abroad at cost prices. 
Then again the South American people insist on having 
light weight papers, which we, as a rule, do not make, ex- 
cept at an advanced price. The strong demand at home

for news paper during the past year caused the American 
manufacturer to withdraw from the competition for foreign 
business unless he could obtain the same prices as prevailed 
in the domestic market. Last winter the scarcity of news 
here resulted in the cutting off of all exports of news paper 
except shipments on contracts. It was then that the Ger- 
man manufacturers made their great increase in sales in 
Argentina, which business they still hold. They did not 
‘wrest’ the market from’ the Americans, as stated by the 
consular agent located at Gera, Germany; on the contrary, 
the Amer’..n manufacturers surrendered the business for 
two reasons: Because they did not have the paper to sell 
at the old prices and because their Argentine customers 
would not pay the advanced price.” 

In the competition for the South American trade the ex- 
porters of paper say that the European paper manufac- 
turers have at least one big advantage, and that is in hav- 
ing better and cheaper transportation facilities. The mat- 
ter of trade routes, they say, other things being equal, de- 
termines the success or failure of one country to do busi- 
ness with another. They also have cheaper labor. Both 
of these things, it is claimed, help to offset our advantage 
in the way of a plentiful supply of pulp woods. In re- 
gard to the importance of trade routes attention is called 
to the fact that because of the good service between this 
country and Great Britain, and also between here and 
Australia, we are able to compete successfully with the 
Germans in those markets. It is also cited as a fact that 
the syndicates of paper manufacturers in Germany are so 
determined to hold up prices at home that they accept or- 
ders for export at about the cost of manufacture. As an 
instance of this custom it is stated that the quotation for 
news paper today in Germany is equivalent to 2.40 cents, 
while the price at which recent Argentine orders have 
been taken nets the German manufacturer less than 2 cents 
delivered. This price, it is understood, is not being met by 
the American exporters who have taken recent orders ‘4 
shipment to that country. The paper for these orders will, 
it is said, be supplied by a Canadian mill that has recently 
come into the market. 

In Argentina there are two mills that make a variety of 
papers. Another one will be built in the near future. This 
new one will be managed by Howard E. Atterbury, recently 
the representative of the International Paper Company in 
that country. The production of the proposed mill will 
no doubt displace some of the tonnage now going to Ar- 


gentina. 
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BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


Conditions in Chemical and Mechanical Pulp Markets— 
American Paper Machine for Hedge Mill 
at Loudwater. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL] 

Lonpon, July 7, 1904.—There is a fair demand for chem- 
ical wood pulps and prices of sulphite are well maintained. 
The market for mechanical is dull, and sellers are unable 
to obtain present asking prices. 

The half yearly meeting of the shareholders of the Bury 
Paper Making, Cotton Spinning and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Limited, was held recently. In their report for the 
half year ended May 28 the directors state: “There is a 
gross profit on trading account of £6,612 6s. od. After 
charging the profit and loss account with interest and de- 
preciation this half year, amounting together to £3,208 15s. 
sd., there is left a credit balance of £3,403 11s. 4d. as the 
net result of the half year’s working. Against this amount 
must be charged the adverse balance from last half year, 
amounting to £494 13s. 8d., which then leaves a disposable 
balance of £2,908 17s. 8d. The directors recommend the 
payment of a dividend of 10 per cent. on the 10 per cent. 
preference shares (from May, 1902, to May, 1904, in- 
clusive), 6 per cent. on the 6 per cent. preference shares, 
and 2™% per cent. on the ordinary shares, amounting to- 
gether to £2,154 11s. 1od., carrying the balance of £754 5s. 
tod. to next half year’s account. It will be noted that the 
amount charged for depreciation has been increased by 
£400, thus making £1,600 for the half year.” It was decided 
to change the name of the company to the Bury Paper 
Making Company, Limited.

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PUBLISHERS TO BUILD MILLS. 


They May Take the White Mountain Property as Told in 
Last Week’s Paper Trade Journal—They May Have 
Three Plants in All. 


The announcement in last week’s Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
that the mill property of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany might pass into the hands of a syndicate headed by 
Col. Milton A. McRae caused quite a stir in the trade and 
also among publishers of newspapers who know of the 
colonel’s ability to handle big enterprises. In connection 
with his investigation of the White Mountain proposition 
it is this week reported that Colonel McRae, of the 
Scripps-McRae League of newspapers, and George G. 
Booth, of the Scripps-Booth papers, have also been looking 
up mill sites in the Northwest. The two most promising 
sites which they found were one in Wisconsin and the 
other in Minnesota near Duluth. 

The plan of these two big newspaper owners is said to 
be to erect three paper mills on good water powers adja- 
cent to a plentiful supply of wood. The Western loca- 
tions are preferred by the promoters of the plan because of 
the lower freight rate to the dailies in which they are in- 
terested. A decision, however, in regard to the White 
Mountain property will probably be reached first, as the 
reorganization committee of the bondholders of that com- 
pany will obtain possession of the property by September 
1, and before that time this committee intends to take some 
action in regard to the mill site and its unfinished build- 
ings. It is said that the committee already has three of- 
fers for the property. As far as the White Mountain is

concerned, therefore, something definite will be known 
probably within the next thirty days. 

According to one report these two big newspaper own- 
ers have been working in conjunction for a number of 
months in trying to secure suitable sites for their proposed 
mills. They are said to have employed experts, secured 
options on water powers and woodlands, and to have re- 
ceived an offer from a large Northwestern lumbering con- 
cern tg furnish all the wood needed for a period of fifteen 
years. 

The newspapers controlled by Messrs. Scripps, McRae 
and Booth consume, it is estimated, 100 tons of paper 
per day. To secure this raw material at the lowest pos- 
sible cost is the reason for their going into the manufac- 
ture of news paper. 

Although credited with considerable wealth themselves, 
it is reported that these gentlemen are associated in the en- 
terprise with other rich newspaper publishers, one of whom 
is said to be T. B. Wannamaker, of the Philadelphia 
North American and other papers. 


Three judgments, aggregating $4,606, were entered on

Engraving Company, of No. 27 East 22d street, New York, 
in favor of the New Amsterdam National Bank, on three 
notes made by Harry C. Jones, which were indorsed by 
the company.

The Philadelphia jobbers, when they finally decided to 
have a local asscciation, took hold of the project with a 
vim. Since last week’s issue of Toe Paper TRADE JouR- 
NAL a declaration of principles has been issued, and the 
full text of it will be found on page 5 of this paper. 
Now, then, let everyone live up to the declaration. This 
is not a mere regulation to be observed between dealer 
and outsider, but between dealer and dealer. There 
should be no breaks, and pretty soon every house will be 
in a position to realize the substantial benefits that it is 
getting from the work of the association. We wish the 
Quaker City brethren a full measure of success in their 
new undertaking. 


Last week we chronicled the fact that there was a well 
defined rumor that Colonel McRae, of the Scripps- 
McRae League, and some other publishers, among them 
T. B. Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, were negotiating for 
the purchase of the White Mountain paper mill property 
at Portsmouth, N. H. Now it seems that the associated 
publishers do not want a mill. One would not satisfy 
them. They are ambitious to own at least three mills, so 
that they may have two others besides the White Moun- 
tain plant. It will be interesting when they get them all 
in operation. 


Ever since the mills comprising the plant of the Rocky 
Mountain Paper Company were erected they have been 
the scene of rather stormy times. The company that con- 
structed and first operated them failed, almost immedi- 
ately after the death of its promoter, and the creditors 
then organized the present company. There has been a 
series of labor t.oubles, and last week the sulphite mill 
was damaged by fire, the blaze, it being suspected, being 
the work of incendiaries and growing out of the labor 
difficulties. 


It looks very much as though the Fox River Valley 
strike was nearing its end. The manufacturers are start- 
ing up machine after machine with non-union help, and it 
seems as though it would only be.a question of a week 
or so when all the mills will be running. President 
Mackey, of the International Brotherhood of Paper Mak- 
ers, has arrived on the ground, and he says-that the strike 
will continue. Indications, however, are that this is the 
father to the hope. 


From the facts now before us it looks as though the 
straw crop is to be very scant and that paper mill men 
who depend on straw as a raw materia] will have to pay 
high for their supplies this year. They had a similar ex- 
perience last year, so that by this time they should be 
hardened to a degree sufficient to enable them to enjoy 
having the farmers dictate to them as to values.

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INCENDIARY FIRES. 


One at the Mill of the York Felt and Paper Company, 
York, Pa., and the Other in the Pulp 
Mill at Denver Col, 








York, Pa., July 16, 1904.—An attempt was made last 
night to set fire to the plant of the York Felt and Paper 
Company, situated along the Northern Central Railway, 
near Grantley station, and had it not been for the vigilance 
of the night watchman the entire plant would have been 
destroyed. 

While the watchman was making his rounds about 11 :30 
o'clock, he noticed that several large bales of paper and 
cotton waste were on fire. The bales were standing on a 
platform against the main building and were already be- 
ginning to blaze furiously. The watchman had considera- 
ble difficulty in extinguishing the fire. He continued his 
rounds and half an hour later heard a noise in the mill, 
and upon making an investigation saw two men running 
down the road. This convinced the watchman that the 
fire was of incendiary origin. 

The watchman then telephoned to police headquarters 
and related the circumstances of his discovery of the fire 
and of the men running away. The police officials are 
working on the case and have reason to suspect several 
men who were former employees of the company. 





Rocky Mountain Sulphite Mill Fired. 


Denver, Col., July 14, 1904.—Vandals cut three holes in 
two new sections of hose that were used at a fire at the 
plant of the Rocky Mountain Paper Company early last 
evening, thus greatly hindering the firemen in their work 
and lending color to the belief that the blaze was of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The fire was spectacular and teemed with dramatic fea- 
tures. The good work of the firemen alone saved the 
entire plant from destruction. As it is the sulphite fibre 
section of the works was consumed, entailing a loss of 
approximately $20,000, 

The paper mills are located at West Eighth avenue and 
Alcott street. Shortly before 7 o’clock last night the in- 
terior of the digester room was discovered in a mass of 
flames. The fire might have started from spontaneous 
combustion, although the fact that the firemen’s hose was 
thrice cut indicates that the torch had been applied. 
There are but two plugs near the plant, and it would 
have been useless to have turned in a second alarm. A 
line of hose was carried into the building and up a flight 
of winding iron stairs, from which point it was thought 
the flames could be more easily subjected. Suddenly a 
portion of the double roof directly over the men col- 
lapsed and the red embers showered upon the intrepid 
laddies, who maintained their position. 

Every manner of escape seemed cut off, but the chief's 
wits were still with him. He quickly fastened the nozzle 
of the hose to one of the iron steps and then thoroughly 
drenched the firemen to enable them to withstand the 
terrific heat. The firemen then slid down the hose to 
safety, one holding the nozzle in place to prevent it 
from slipping. He himself then took a chance on the 
entire hose falling, and slid down the line. 

T. H. Savery, Jr., manager of the plant, and J. M. 
Quirk were meanwhile heading a party that fought the 
flames from the southern end of the roof. Suddenly the 
line of hose the men were using gave out, it having been 
cut in twain by the flames. The other members of the 
department, realizing the perilous position of Mr. Savery 
and the others, immediately directed several streams upon 
the section of the roof that held them. Ladders were 
then raised and the party scampered to the ground just 
in the nick of time.

It is expected that the Gilbert Brothers, of Menasha, 
will some time next week be able to come to a definite de- 
cision respecting the new flat and bond paper mill which 
is under consideration for building at Kaukauna, Wis. 
The point selected has one of the best remaining water 
powers on the Fox River. 

C. A. Crocker, of Springfield, and R. F. McElwain, of 
West Springfield, Mass., last week filed the deeds trans- 
ferring the deeds of the Cabot street mill property at Hol- 
yoke to the Crocker-McElwain Paper Company. This 
property will now be fitted up for a paper mill as soon as 
possible and work is already progressing on the mill.

BAGASSE. 





Its Adaptability in the Production of the Best Book and 
Writing Papers—Claimed to Equal Esparto 
—Views of an American. 





In order to prove the value of bagasse being equal to 
esparto it was first boiled successfully in England, at Eyn- 
sham, Oxfordshire, in 1856, in an open vomiting boiler, 
with about 15 per cent. of 60 per cent. caustic soda, but as 
the collection of esparto was easier the latter article was 
chosen as a substitute for cotton rags, says an unnamed 
writer in the World’s Paper Trade Review. The next use 
of bagasse, owing to scarcity of raw materials, was in the 
United States, at Elkton, Md., where in 1867 to 1871 several 
hundred tons were boiled in the Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger mill, bagasse being described as a cottonlike fibre. This 
now leads us to the proof of bagasse being equal to esparto. 

If the total quantity of sugar from cane is taken as 4,000,- 
000 tons, this will show a residue of 4,160,000 tons of 
bagasse, and 43 per cent. of that would give 1,738,800 tons 
of paper, equal to furnishing about two-fifths of the world’s 
wants. 

It may, therefore, be considered as proven, that, irre- 
spective of the demand of bagasse for boards, the supply of 
bagasse for all countries is sufficient for the demand. 

The next thing is to prove that bagasse is similar in its 
nature to esparto, which was taken as a substitute for cot- 
ton rags. To prove this we have the statement of Hoff- 
man, we have the microscopical tests of Hugo Miiller, 
Wierner and other chemists, who class it similar in fibre 
to straw and esparto. We have also the classification of 
the leading English paper making chemists, Cross and 
Bevan, who place esparto, straw, sugar cane and bamboo 
all in the same order, viz., that of Gramineus. We have 
also the statement of G. R. Noble, who was with Thamas 
Routledge the first introducer of esparto, in 1865, and who 
tried bagasse then and has recently made a great number 
of tests, and who finds it also similar to esparto and cotton 
fibre. 

The yield of cellulose from bagasse, i. e., actual dry paper 
yield, is given variously, as analysis of the cane presumably 
free from all pith, and only actual fibre, is given in this—

By Dahlheims Taschen book the yield is given at 29.15 
per cent. This is probably from raw cane, with sugar, 
pith, &c., contained, for G. R. Noble’s tests show about 43 
per cent. yield of cellulose and of the raw cane 17 per cent. 
of its weight is woody fibre. There are now patented 
processes in consideration to clean cane before boiling. 

These matters, as well as subsequent analyses of straw 
and esparto, are quoted because they have an after bearing 
on cost of bagasse in pulp, fuel value, &c.

The above analyses are given, as they have a bearing on 
the quantity of chemicals required, and also have a bearing 
on the fuel value of bagasse. 

Esparto, straw and sugar cane are all called “pecto 
cellulose” and belong to the same order, viz., Gramineus. 


These are but slightly lignified, and resolution, that is, mak- 
ing into pulp, can be effected at much lower pressure, and 
it is even possible by using strong chemical solutions to do 
the boiling in open vessels. 

Straw is somewhat more lignified than esparto and it is 
usual to boil it at 40 to 70 pounds, with 10 to 20 per cent. 
caustic soda on the raw materia!, whereas esparto only 
takes about 10 per cent. caustic soda and 5 ta. 45 pounds 
pressure, according to whether it is Spanish or African 
esparto. 

The ligno celluloses, the most important being wood, 
jute and manila hemp, require a very strong caustic solu- 
tion and a very high pressure to reduce them, such as 100 
to 200 pounds to the square inch, and in some cases as 
high as 180 pounds. 

My aim has been to find a chemical which would reduce 
the bagasse to pulp and be much cheaper than caustic soda, 
and which would not require to be recovered. In this I 
have been successful and this can be the subject for basic 
patents ; also this with the recovery of invert sugar to make 
alcohol and certain appliances to get pitch and other ex- 
traneous matter out that is not cellulose. The chemicals 
are used up unnecessarily by acting on foreign matter not 
actually cellulose. Further, more can be put in the di- 
gester, which is also economy, and bagasse is presented in 
a better manner to be acted on by chemicals used. Some 
additional patents can be taken out to protect the process, 
but these are not consequent to this report. 

It has already been stated that use of chemicals and 
quantity and pressure required for treating bagasse stand 
between esparto and straw. 

So far bagasse has been proved to be like esparto, and 
of a cottony nature, and lastly, to push the proof, is to 
show the construction of the various fibres; that is, the 
physical structure. 

The chemicals employed in the production of pulp for 
paper making need not be recapitulated. The difficulty 
however, had to be considered in working the usual proc- 
esses in countries where fuel was high, so I got onto a 
new chemical, so far as its application to the manufacture 
of pulp or paper is concerned, and so far as to its use, in 
direction, I can apply it even to European countries. It is 
made in Europe for other purposes. My first use of it was 
merely with the idea of getting printing ink out of waste 
papers, and it got the ink out all right; but much to my 
astonishment it removed a lot of resin, pectose and lignin 
from the wood papers. I accordingly applied the chemical 
to every paper making material, and it was successful in 
every instance—wood not being tried: Gaustic soda “iit” 
the United States, on 60 per cent. basis, costs $40 to $45; 
soda ash, 48 per cent. basis, $20 per ton.

The tests with this new chemical have all been made in 
open vessels only, i. e., at 212° Fahr., but more economical 
and advantageous results could be obtained by pressure 
and corresponding higher temperature. 

The chief advantages of this new chemical are, the fibre 
comes out far stronger than when boiled with caustic soda, 
or even with plain water, and in the unbleached state it 
comes out a whitish yellow, as against boiling with caustic 
soda, which produces a dark brown color. The light yellow 
is a great advantage for making boards znd manila wrap- 
ping paper, as the greatest strength possible is required in 
each. Chlorine bleaching weakens fibre, so it is to be 
avoided wherever possible. The fibre for book and writing 
pulp has to be bleached, and this new chemical seems to 
allow of a higher white color being obtained than when the 
same is boiled in caustic soda. 

There is another peculiarity about this new chemical, in 
that although alkaline solutions take out, in a cold solution, 
certain substances from paper materials, this one takes out 
a great deal more, and the question is whether it takes out 
the sugar in such form as to be crystallizable, that is, not 
inverted; and it will have to be a matter of investigation 
to determine it, as irrespective of sugar recovery it will 
probably mean a certain amount of economy in making 
the pulp. In boiling the bagasse, even in plain water, for 
two hours, there should be got invert sugar in any event, 
so if in the event of not getting crystallizable sugar out in 
the cold, the thing to do would be to take the refuse liquor 
from the boiling and distil] over for alcohol.

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New “Reeves Transmissions ” Installed. 


The Reeves Pulley Company, of Columbus, Ind., is just 
starting one of its large No. 9 variable speed transmissions 
in the mill of the Rockdale Board and Paper Company, 
Rockdale, Ohio, for driving a 78 inch box board machine. 

As this transmission was for a “break down” job, and 
it was necessary to have prompt delivery, the Reeves Com- 
pany rushed the order through, and broke all records for 
quick shipment of the large machines. The order was re- 
ceived June 28, the machine shipped July 2, and was in- 
stalled and in operation July 9. 

The Rockdale Board and Paper Company has also placed 
an order for two small Reeves transmissions for use on 
its paper cutters, and these will be installed at once. 

The Reeves Pulley Company has also received an order 
through the Emerson Manufacturing Company, of Law- 
rence, Mass., for a No. 9 transmission for the Illinois Box 
Board Company, Chillicothe, Ill., which is rebuilding its 
paper machine and making some improvements. 


The Big Engine at the St. Louis Exposition. 

The central feature of the machinery exhibits at the 
World’s Fair in St. Louis is the huge Allis-Chalmers 
engine coupled to a Bullock electric generator. This 
colossal unit is the most powerful ever placed on exhibi- 
tion. The engine is capable of developing 8,000 horse 
power when operating condensing, at 150 pounds pressure 
of steam, and running at 75 revolutions per minute. It is 
not merely a display feature; it furnishes the electric 
current for the now world famous decorative lighting of 
the buildings and grounds, for which about 200,000 in- 
candescent lamps are required. The exhibition authori- 
ties frequently employ it for other purposes as well, some- 
fimes for operating the cascades and sometimes for gen- 
eral power purposes. Recently it was suddenly called 
upon to take the entire load ordinarily carried during the 
day by a large plant in the same building and aggregat- 
ing about 5,400 horse power. Having carried this load 
as long as it was needed, the Allis-Chalmers giant then 
took up the regular lighting work for the evening. This 
engine and generator have been constantly ready for any 
emergency from the beginning, and have never failed to 
respond immediately and with complete satisfaction when- 
ever called upon. The engine has worked perfectly ever 
since the steam was first admitted to its cylinders, and it 
is popularly known among the exhibition people as “Big 
Reliable.”

European Trip of W. F. Warden. 

W. F. Warden, president and general manager of the 
Burt Manufacturing Company, of Akron, Ohio, has just 
returned from an extended business and pleasure trip 
abroad, having visited England, France, Germany, Swit- 
zerland, Norway, Sweden, Italy and Spain, calling upon 
the regular agencies of his company and establishing new 
ones. He reports that he has had a profitable trip, hav- 
ing formed many new and desirable connections while 
abroad, in addition to looking after the stock of the old 
agencies. 

Cross oil filters, he says, are known in every country un- 
der the sun where lubricating oil is used. While in Eng- 
land Mr. Warden personally sold one of the large size 
Cross oil filters to Bryant & May, the English representa- 
tives of the Diamond Match Company. He also combined 
pleasure with business, and visited all the points of interest 
to tourists, and brought home many valuable souvenirs 
from these various places. 

While in London Mr. Warden secured an order from 
his British agents for 150 oil filters and exhaust heads, 
which is the largest single order for goods of this kind 
that has ever been given. 


Asbestos Buildings. 

Asbestos buildings, constructed by the Alfred Calmon 
Stock Company at Hamburg for the German Department 
of War, the colonies and other Government departments, 
as well as for industrial and private purposes, have proved 
their great value and efficiency, says the Wochenblatt fir 
Papierfabrikation. The company has lately succeeded in 
obtaining an order to build an asbestos school house for 
the city of Ziirich in Switzerland. The Hamburg city gov- 
ernment has also ordered an asbestos hospital, equipped 
for the treatment of infectious diseases. 

The city authorities of Hamburg, after carefully exam- 
ining these houses during many years, have approved of 
their valuable features, owing to the reasonable cost of 
construction, their ease of transportation, the ease with 
which they can be isolated, their light weight, and the fact 
that they are incombustible. These asbestos houses are 
especially suitable for sanitary and military purposes. 


Wrape & Peck, Carthage, N. Y., have just completed 
the burning of a kiln of brick for the Carthage tissue 
mill, to be used in the construction of a new sulphite mill.

The above figures show that the total 
production of Japan is not sufficient to meet 
the needs of consumption, especially as re- 
gards printing paper, considering the de- 
velopment of the press and the printing 
trade in general. 

Germany heads the list among nations 
exporting to Japan, especially in the mat- 
ter of pulp, then follow England, Austria- 
Hungary, United States, Belgium, France. 

An important point is mentioned by Mr. 
Lemarié, Director of Agriculture in An- 
nam, and delegate of the Indo-Chinese 
Government at the Osaka Exhibition. It 
is the fact that the greater part of the pa- 
per in Japan is made with various kinds 
of straw, especially rice straw. 

In addition to this element, which plays 
a preponderating part in the industry, we 
must mention three varieties of plants 
which are specially utilized for manufac- 
ture of paper for household purposes. 
They are the Broussonetia papyrifera, or 
Kozo Edgeworthia papyrifera, and the 
Wikstroemia caneseens. The word Kozo 
is a Japanese name for the Broussonetia 
kasinoko (Sieb.), and the B. papyrifera 
(Vent). J. Matsumara, director of the 
Tokio Botanical Gardens, considers that 
it is chiefly applied to the first, while the 
latter is indicated by the names kaji-no-ki 
and kami-no-ki, differently to the opinion 
of Siebold. 

The kozo is planted along the roads and 
rice field slopes, but it would thrive in 
good soils. The stalks of the plant are cut 
in November and carefully bound in fag- 
gots; their length is about 3 feet and cir- 
cumference 1% inch. The faggots are 
steeped in boiling water containing a 
small amount of buckwheat ashes to re- 
move the gum. 
until the bark can be detached easily. 
Finally, it is washed in water and dried in 
the sun 

Washing demands great care. If insufh 
cient, the paper becomes stiff and brittle, 
being then of less value, and if too pro- 
ionged the paper, though whiter, is less 
solid. When dry the bark is packed in 
bundles and thus sold.

PAPER.—The market continues fairly firm, notwith- 
standing the fact that the demand is light. There are, of 
course, some reports of price cutting, but as a rule the ask- 
ing prices remain about the same as they were last month. 
A few of the smaller Book paper manufacturers are said to 
have cut their prices in order to secure business for the 
dull months. But this practice is not general, and is lim- 
ited to orders to be filled within sixty days. Contracts, it 
seems, are not solicited on the basis of the prevailing low 
quotations. In regard to contracts, it is said that there is 
just now considerable inquiry on the part of book publish- 
ers. This inquiry is probably due to the low quotations 
made by some of the mills, which fact has induced the 
publishers to consider the placing of their contracts. With 
the dealers trade is quiet in all grades. Prices are held 
firm by the jobbers, as they realize that it would do no 
good to lower them in the face of a poor demand. An 
instance of folly in this direction is the severe slashing of 
prices in Box Boards. This price cutting, which has been 
going on in Boards for the past few weeks, has resulted in 
checking business almost entirely. Because of the many 
low quotations made them the paper box manufacturers 
have stopped buying until prices become steady again. On 
the subject of price cutting there is not so much talk about 
low quotations on the other grades of paper as there is in 
relation to book papers. The demand for all kinds of paper 
is of course at a minimum just now. Only those manu- 
facturers who need business are in the market for orders. 
To secure them it is currently reported that they are shad- 
ing prices just enough to obtain the desired business. This 
practice of cutting prices, however, is limited to those man- 
ufacturers who need orders to keep running. The num- 
ber of these is evidently not numerous, otherwise the mar- 
ket would soon become demoralized. We quote :
